The  hobby  is  alive  and  well  was  the  reply  given  by  GSNA  of¬ 
ficials  when  asked  about  the  14th  Annual  convention  held  June 
23-25  at  the  Hyatt  in  Cherry  Hill,  N.J.  Almost  1,400  people  at¬ 
tended  this  year’s  convention  which  featured  a  1  14  table  bourse 
with  dealers  from  all  over  the  country.  Interest  was  not  only 
centered  on  slabbed  coins,  but  also  on  raw  high  grade  circulated 
key  and  semi-key  coins  in  the  various  series.  Many  collectors 
expressed  concern  that  problem  free  key  and  semi-key  coins  are 
getting  harder  and  harder  to  locate  at  large  shows  such  as  GSNA. 

The  New  Jersey  Token  &  Medal  Show  under  the  direction  of 
Paul  Cunningham  returned  this  year  to  a  new  location  adjacent 
to  the  bourse  area.  The  bourse  was  always  active  with  collectors 
and  dealers  looking  for  bargains.  An  addition  to  this  year's  medal 
show  was  an  Exonumia  Auction  by  Presidential  Coin  and  Anti¬ 
que  Company  of  Alexandria,  Virginia.  While  viewing  some  of 
the  lots  on  display,  I  became  interested  in  a  particular  medal  which 
1  subsequently  purchased  at  the  auction.  The  medal  will  be  the 
subject  of  a  future  article. 

The  increased  interest  in  numismatics  proceeding  the  conven¬ 
tion  was  responsible  for  expansion  of  the  1989  Garden  State  Rare 


Coin  Auction  to  over  eighteen  hundred  lots.  Surina  Auction 
Galleries,  Inc.  conducted  the  auction  in  three  sessions. 

The  educational  forum  held  on  Saturday  afternoon  featured  Pete 
Carrigan  from  the  Numismatic  Guaranty  Corporation  of  America 
who  spoke  on  his  firm’s  coin  grading  service.  The  second  speaker 
was  Gary  Dunaenko  who  spoke  on  the  G. A. R.  (Grand  Army  of 
the  Republic).  Tom  Lawless  served  as  forum  moderator. 

Saturday  was  also  the  busiest  day  of  the  convention.  Meetings 
of  state  and  regional  organizations  took  place  throughout  the  day. 
Some  of  the  groups  represented  were  the  Early  American  Cop¬ 
per  Collectors,  N.J.  Exonumia  Society,  and  the  Currency  Club 
of  Chester  County.  While  the  bourse  floors  were  active  with  adult 
collectors,  investors,  and  dealers,  Larry  Gentile,  Sr.  was  con¬ 
ducting  the  YN  Program.  When  asked  why  he  devotes  a  large 
amount  of  his  time  to  the  youth  program,  he  replied  that  he  en¬ 
joys  it  and  if  nobody  encourages  the  young  collector,  there  w  ill 
be  no  hobby  in  the  future. 

Members  of  GSNA  who  attended  this  year’s  convention  might 
have  been  a  little  confused  at  first  when  they  couldn't  locate  the 
exhibit  area.  Exhibits  were  moved  from  the  area  outside  the 
bourse  room  into  the  bourse  room.  Many  people  agreed  that  this 
was  a  good  move,  since  many  attendees  olten  enter  the  bourse, 
conduct  their  business,  and  leave  never  realizing  that  there  are

exhibits.  There  have  been  many  instances 
in  which  an  investor  becomes  a  investor- 
collector  after  viewing  coins  displayed  in 
an  educational  format.

ANA  Summer 
Seminar

On  April  27th  Mr.  Sanford  Ross,  GSNA 
secretary,  called  to  inform  me  that  I  was 
awarded  this  year’s  YN  scholarship  to  the 
American  Numismatic  Association  in  Col¬ 
orado  Springs.  Colorado,  July  9-15.  I  was 
so  excited  that  all  I  could  think  about  was 
whether  or  not  1  would  have  a  large  enough 
suitcase  to  bring  back  all  the  numismatic 
books  that  the  ANA  would  have  on  sale. 

I  had  previously  attended  an  ANA  summer 
seminar  so  I  knew  what  to  expect;  never¬ 
theless,  I  was  still  excited.  I  called  all  my 
friends,  some  of  them  twice,  to  tell  them 
the  good  news. 

Being  the  YN  winner  of  the  GSNA 
scholarship  contest  was  a  truly  great  ex¬ 
perience.  Colorado  Springs  is  both  the 
home  of  the  American  Numismatic  Asso¬ 
ciation  and  the  location  of  the  summer 
seminar.

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Slab  Disease 
Epidemic

More  and  more  reports  have  come  to  the 
attention  of  hobby  leaders  in  the  last  few 
weeks  concerning  the  appearance  of  spots, 
flecks,  and  corrosion  on  coins  which  have 
been  slabbed.  The  prinicipals  of  several 
major  Wall  Street  firms  who  are  in  charge 
of  large  portfolios  of  slabbed  coins  are  not 
returning  calls  when  asked  by  the 
numismatic  press  to  comment  on  the  pro¬ 
blem.  While  many  veteran  collectors  are 
alarmed  at  the  knowledge  that  the  hobby 
has  lost  some  true  rarities  due  to  poor 
preservation,  most  collectors  remain  op¬ 
timistic  that  action  can  be  taken  to  save  re¬ 
maining  coins  from  what  is  being  termed 
the  “slab  disease."  One  well-known  col¬ 
lector,  who  wishes  to  remain  anonymous, 
told  this  author  that  investors  and  dealers 
are  more  interested  in  getting  their  coins 
slabbed  and  sold  to  the  highest  bidder  than 
in  preserving  the  coins  for  future 
generations. 

For  the  first  time  in  years,  dealers,  in¬ 
vestors,  and  collectors  are  joining  ranks  in 
a  concerted  effort  to  prevent  the  spread  of 
slab  disease.  The  four  major  grading  ser¬ 
vices  are  investing  thousands  of  dollars  in 
upgrading  their  facilities  to  provide  state 
of  the  art  technology  to  treat  and  preserve 
coins  prior  to  slabbing.  One  grading  ser¬ 
vice  located  in  the  Northwest  has  begun  to 
install  clean  air  workstations  so  that  coins 
are  always  handled  in  a  clean  room  en¬ 
vironment.  For  those  readers  w  ho  are  not 
familiar  with  the  terminology,  a  clean  air 
station  is  a  hood  in  which  the  air  supply 
is  filtered  through  a  high  efficiency  par¬ 
ticulate  retaining  filter.  These  filteres  have 
the  ability  to  remove  99.99%  of  all  par¬ 
ticles  larger  than  3  microns.  The  smallest 
object  seen  by  the  human  eye  is  40  microns 
in  size.  Prior  to  slabbing,  this  service 
bathes  the  coin  in  a  neutral  solvent  to 
remove  any  surface  dirt  and  grease  which, 
if  not  removed,  could  serve  as  sites  for  cor¬ 
rosion  and  spotting.  Lint  free  gloves  are 
worn  by  the  graders  at  all  times.  A  recent 
visitor  to  the  facility  remarked  that  these 
clean  air  stations  are  cleaner  than  an 
operating  room  in  a  hospital. 

If  you  are  concerned  about  the  condition 
of  your  slabbed  coins,  you  should  im¬ 
mediately  examine  them  for  signs  of  cor¬ 
rosion  or  spots.  A  five  power  magnifier  is 
sufficient  to  look  for  signs  of  corrosion  be¬ 
ginning  to  form  on  the  surface  of  the  coin. 
Coins  stored  in  a  controlled  environment. 


temperature  varies  less  than  five  degrees 
from  room  temperature  and  the  air  is  dry, 
will  take  longer  to  show  signs  of  the  slab 
disease.  However,  not  all  coins  will  come 
down  with  the  disease.  It  all  depends  on 
how  the  coin  was  handled  prior  to  being 
slabbed.  Coins  exposed  to  droplets  of 
moisture  in  the  air  (human  breath),  oil  and 
dirt  on  dirty  fingers,  and  lint  are  sure  to 
develop  spots  and  corrosion  given  enough 
time. 

If  your  coins  show  signs  of  spots,  cor¬ 
rosion.  etc.,  immediately  write  the  grading 
service  which  slabbed  the  coin  to  deter¬ 
mine  whether  or  not  the  coin  was  preserv¬ 
ed  prior  to  being  slabbed.  Proper  coin 
preservation  and  storage  conditions  after 
slabbing  play  a  vital  role  in  the  prevention 
of  slab  disease. 

The  above  article  is  fictitious  and  was  written  solely 
to  increase  your  awareness  of  the  importance  of  coin 
presentation  in  slabbing  coins.  When  it  conies  to  slab¬ 
bing  coins,  coin  presentation  is  as  important  as  deter¬ 
mining  authenticity  and  assigning  a  grade.  You  should 
know  whether  or  not  your  coin  has  been  preserved 
prior  to  being  slabbed.  If  you  don  7  know,  ask  the 
grading  service  who  graded  the  coin.
